while riding in Beaver Creek Township. 

According to sheriff's deputies, Mark Douglas Heidebreicht, 
2, was fatally injured when the machine he was piloting passed 
under a cable across a private driveway. Deputies said the cable 
struck Heidebreicht in the neck, and death was believed to have 
been instant. Deputies were awaiting a medical report before pin- 


pointing the exact cause of death. 


The accident occurred about 10:45 p.m. on Beaver Read, two 
miles southwest of Military Road. Heidebreicht was riding with 
three other snowmobilers when the accident occurred. 

It was the second fatal accident involving snowmobiles in the 
county in eight days. Carroll Lee Fine, 44, of Kalamazoo was killed 
January 23 when the machine he was driving struck a car near 


Lovells. 


Deputies say the last fatal snowmobile accident in Crawford 
County before this year occurred in 1978. 
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In other police activity, deputies responded to 42 complaints 
last week, including three breaking and entering reports and four 
incidents of malicious destruction of property. 

Traffic citations included speeding violations, open intoxican- 
ts, hazardous driving, radar detectors and improper plates. Four 
drivers were arrested for drunk driving. 

Two larcenies are being investigated, an abandoned vehicle 
was located and deputies responded to a public disturbance and 
family dispute where an assault was involved. 

A second snowmobile accident also resulted in a personal in- 
jury, deputies were involved in a search for a runaway and one car 


fire was reported. 


Police were involved in four attempts to locate, a suspicious 
behavior complaint was logged and a violation of the controlled 


substance act was investigated.

Citizens’ Group Report 
To Bd. of Education 


Note: This is the first of a ser- 
fes of releases dealing with the 
issues charged to the Citizens 
Building Committee. These 
recommendations in entirety 
were presented to a special 
meeting of the Crawford 
AuSable Board of Education, 
Monday evening at 7:30, 
January 26, 1981. 

es + 

The Citizens Building Com- 
mittee has spent the last month 
investigating issues and 
questions in order to make 
specific recommendations to 
the Crawford AuSable Board of 
Education. One of the Subcom- 
mittees of the group focused on 
three questions, First what was 
to happen to the existing middle 
school facilities when a new 
middle school is built? Second, 
what would be the status of the 
current bus garage located at 
the Grayling Middle School? 
Third, what if anything needs to 
be done with the current Craw- 
ford AuSable Administration 
Offices on Michigan Avenue? 


The Citizen Committee in 
evaluating the current middle 
school facilities needed specific 
answers to a number of ques- 
tions, Those questions and their 
answers are listed below: 

1. What is the cost of a new 
heating plant for the middle 
school gymnasium? The cost of 
& new heating plant would be 
$50,000-¢60,000. However, the 
current boiler of the middle 
“school with repiping could con- 
tinue to heat the gymnasium, 
presuming the existing plant is 
not demolished. 

2. What are the estimated 
heating and lighting costs of the 
separate gymnasium? 
Estimated cost at this date is $1 
per square foot, and the facility 
is 28,000 Sq. ft. 

3. What would costs be for 


pa owe eter er ae 


meeting fire code requirements 
to achieve maximum seating 
capacity? Architects indicated 
that the gym was built to seat 
1250 people. To handle this 
amount would require four 
means of exit, At this time there 
are 3 means of exit. There 
would be no way for achieving 
state approval to achieve a 
seating capacity of 2,300 people. 

The Committee also was in- 
formed that the gymnasium of 
the middle school would mosi 
likely need a new roof within the 
next five years. 

Because of this information 
the Committee felt that there 
would be no group that could 
adequately handle the expense 
of the middle school gymna- 
sium year after year. In further 
discussion, the Committee 
believed that there are not 
enough facilities available in 
the community for anticipated 
demands. 

The Committee thus recom- 
mended that the current middle 
school gymnasium not be torn 
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That it coiitinue to be 
used for varsity sports and in 
addition that the school board 
actively seek to involve as 
many segments of the com- 
munity in using the gym and 
have it become a community 
center for groups to use. 

Concerning the bus garage 
cutrently attached to the mid- 
dle school. The Committee 
asked these questions: 

1. What would be costs to 
build a new bus garage? It is 
estimated that the cost to build 
a 3 stall garage would be ap- 
proximately $100-$125,000. 

2. What tooling costs would 
occur? None are anticipated. 

3. Is the current bus garage 
too large or small. Current 
facilities are to small.

But Current Unemployment Rises to 19% 


MSU Economist Predicts 
4.5% Job Gain for County

Grayling and Crawford Coun- 
ty were among five state geo- 
graphic areas expected to enjoy 
the most significant employ- 
ment growth in 1981. 

The projection was reported 
in last month’s edition of ‘The 
Michigan Economic Record’, a 
monthly report of business con- 
ditions in Michigan, published 
by the Michigan State Univer- 
sity Graduate School of 
Business. The December report 
was written by David I. Ver- 
way, Research Professor at the

school’s Division of Research. 

Verway forecasts that Gray- 
ling will experience job growth 
of 4.5 percent or more, ranking 
the area in the top 10 percent of 
all the labor markets studied in 
Michigan. Other areas Verway 
ranks in the same high-growth 
category are Escanaba, On- 
tonagon, St. Ignace and Three 
Rivers. All but Three Rivers 
are northern Michigan 
locations. 

The economic analysis was 
based on information provided 
by chambers of commerce and 
other local experts along with 
conversations with economists 
and planners in the various 
areas. 

On the other hand, Crawford 
County reported one of the high- 
est percentage drops in employ- 
ment from October of 1979 to 
October of 1980, according to 
the report, losing 11 percent in 
the job market with only four 


other counties experiencing 
more serious employment 
losses. 


Therefore if Verway’s pro- 
jections for 1981 hold true, 
Crawford County will experien- 
ce one of the most dramatic 
employment turnarounds in the 
state. 

Charlevoix topped the job loss 
chart, losing 15.4 percent in the 
same period. Others impacted 
the most seriously included 
Montmorency, Lake, and 
Missaukee/Wexford Counties, 


Among Michigan’s labor 
markets, only Ontonagon ex- 
perienced no employment 
decline in any: of its broad 
economic sectors during the 
period. 

Crawford and other areas 
ranked in the upper growth 
echelon are placed there 
because of developments 
already underway, Verway 
says. The economist points to 
construction of the Weyerhaeu- 
ser Structurwood Facility and 


- resin plants as growth indica- 


tors for Grayling, although the 
latter was recently nixed by the 
company for economic reasons.

positions. The resin plant was to 
have employed 30, more during 
certain annual periads. 

Crawford County and the rest 
of northern Michigan tourism 
will reap some benefits from in- 
creased travel costs, Verway 
suggested in his analysis. The 
report concludes that rapidly- 
rising air travel costs and 
escalating gasoline prices are 
factors which make northern 
Michigan more attractive from 
atourism point of view. 

Other items of interest in Ver- 
way’s report: 

¢ Michigan lost more than 


140,000 nonfarm wage and: 


salary jobs between October 
1979 and Octoher 1980, a decline 
of almost four percent. 

* More than half the 63 labor 
markets in Michigan are expec- 
ted to experience a decline in 
employment in 1981, including 
nearby Montmorency County, 
still reeling from the shock of 
the Essex Wire Co. closing. 

¢ Among the dozen areas 
most heavily affected by this 
year’ economic slump, ten are 
located in the northern lower 
peninsula. 


* The rate of unemployment 
in Michigan is expected to 
climb over 14 percent in 
February, and end the year 
above 10 percent. 

Current economic conditions 
in Crawford County may cause 
area residents to be unwilling to 
share in Verway’s optimistic 
forecast for 1981. 

According to the Crawford 
Courity Job Service office, the 
unemployment rate in Craw- 
ford County rose to 19 percent in 
November, the most recent 
figure available. 

The civilian labor force in the 
county is pegged at 3550 per- 
sons, 2875 of whom now hold 
jobs. That leaves 675 residents 
jobless, reports Job Service 
Manager Jim Karpicke, who 
said the unemployment rate 
dropped to 10.9 percent in 
August, lowest for the year. 

The latest published unem- 
ployment rate figure for Mich- 
igan is 12.5 percent, highest in 
the nation. 

Karpicke said typical of the 
frustration on the part of local 
job seekers was evidenced in 
November when Harris-Crest- 
line announced the opening of 
jts new operation here in Gray- 
ling. Karpicke said shortly after 
the newspaper report, over 350 
applicants flooded the job ser- 
vice office when it reported 
M.E.S.C. would handle the ap- 
plication procedures for the 
company.

We received a copy in the mail from the State Mich- 
igan History Division pointing out a story about Sylves- 
ter W. Higgins, a Michigan surveyor back in the early 
1800’s, and of whom Higgins Lake was named for...his 
associate at the time was Douglas Houghton whose life 
was cut short by his tragic drowning in Lake Superior in 
1845, Houghton Lake was named after him... 

The article on Higgins is most interesting and all the 
other stories take you back into time in which it is hard to 
perceive how these people traveled about the infant coun- 
try of the United States...the magazine is well worth sub- 
scribing to if you like history, it’s chuck full of interesting 
reading...but then we have always been a history buff... 

Michigan History has entered its fourth year in all 
new format. Besides articles on historic preservation, 
popular history, archaeology and other historical

After 30 years of enjoying the fishing on the South Bran- 
ch, I will gladly except the decisions of the DNR, rather than 
the opinions of private groups who would like everything just 
to their way of thinking. 

After all, Mr. Mason left his part of the South Brauch for 
all Fly Fishermen to enjoy, without any reference to Catch 
and Release.

The Committee in evaluating 

this bus garage question felt 
that the current garage being 2 
and one half miles from the 
school bus parking area was 
neither convenient nor prac- 
tical. 
_ The Committee thus recom- 
mended that a new bus garage 
be built near the area of the 
current bus parking area. 
(Near the Grayling High 
School.) 

The final question of this 
committee dealt with the 
current school administration 
building on Michigan Avenue. 
This building was purchased in 
1972 for $30,000 on a 7% land 
contract which will be paid off 
in 1987. The Committee sought 
anwsers to the following ques- 
tions: 

1. Is the current office space 
enough or too small? All availa-

ble work space including the 


basement. That basement does 


have steep stairs connecting it 
to ground floor. 

2. What amount of square 
footage is required? Estimates 
are that 4,000 sq. ft. would 
adequate to handle current and 
anticipated demand. 

3. What would be costs for the 
new building? If a new admin- 
istration building was construc- 
ted to a new middle school or 
the high school, it would have to 
meet existing state school 
codes. If built in a residential 
area, constructon cost would be 
approximately $40 per sq. ft. 

4. What are current heat, light 
and insurance costs of the 
current administration office? 
Heat $1443, lights $1236, In- 
surance $165 (July 79 through 
June 90). 

THe Committee in _ its 
discussions felt that the current 
administration offices were the 
only marketable property the 
school owned. The Committee 
also felt that its location in the 
city preferable over locations at 
the high school because of the 
nature of the business conduc- 
ted by the Administration Of-. 
fice and the amount of cash 
handled by the Office. 

The Commiitee then 
reviewed possible alternatives 
and focused on the current bus 
garage which is 2900 sq. ft. 
While time did not allow a more 
detailed investigation of the bus 
garage in terms of cost effec- 
tiveness, the committee made 
the following recommendation: 

That following demolition of 
the current middle school and 
construction of the bus garage, 
that the current administration 
building be sold. The monies 
from that sale be applied to help 
defray “remodeling cost in- 
curred by the conversion of the 
bus garage into office area.

Statewide Trout & Salmon Regulations 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on 
January 9, 1981, under the authority of Act 165, P.A. 1929, as 
amended, and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, ordered that 
for the period beginning March 1, 1981, and ending March 31, 
1982, no person shall take, or attempt to take, any species of 
trout or salmon from any of the waters of this. state except by 
hook and line during the open seasons prescrthed, and within 
‘the minimum size limits and maximum possession limits in- 
dicated below, 


Statewide open seasons on all streams and designated 
trout lakes shall be from the last Saturday in April through 
September 30 (longer on waters designated by the Director 
for extended fishing under Act 165) on all trout and salmon. 
Statewide open seasons on all other inland lakes and the 
Great Laxes shail be any iime for all trout and salmon. Size 
limits shall be 8 inches on Lower Peninsula streams, 7 inches 
on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 inches on lakes. The 
daily limit for trout and salmon shall be 5 fish singly or in 
combination but no more than 3 lake trout or splake, except 
that an additional 5 brook or brown trout may be taken from 
streams from the last Saturday in April through September 
30 only and in the following areas of the Great Lakes it shall 
be unlawful to take or attempt to take more than one lake 
trout or splake:

Dizzie Gillespie, a headliner in Kirtland’s Entertainment 80-81 
concert series, will perform in the Kirtland Community College 
auditorium on Friday, February 13, 1961, at 8:00 p.m. 

Gillespie is one of the great figures in American music. In the 
40's, he was a leader in a controversial style of jazz then called
